Federal Oil Director is Asked 
to Act at Once. 


Fuel-Saving Measure.

lines of Southern California, at a 
meeting of the Los Angeles section 
of the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers in the Brack Shope 
Auditorium last night. The Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, the Engineers’ and 
Architects’ Association of Southern 
California, the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers; the American In- 
stitute of Architects, and the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society were all 
represented at the meeting. 

Steam locomotives in California 
are consuming 17,000,000 barrels of 
oil per year, most of which can be 
saved for war necessities by the im- 
mediate electrification of the main 
lines, it Was stated at the meeting, 
and it was Insisted that the change 
of motive power should be made 
while the lines are being unified 
under government direction. 

NOW I8 TIME. 

The vital facts summarized by 
George. Damon, chairman, were as 
follows: 
The consumption for other pur- 
poses of oil required to prosecute 
our overseas warfare, while water- 
power plants are now supply- 
ing over 80 yer cent. of the 
power load on the Pacific Coast, 
should be stopped. Moreover, there 
is still undeveloped four or five times 
as much hydro-electric energy as 
is in use at the present time. The 
absolute feasibility of the complete 
electrification of railroad linea, the 
superiority of electricity as a motive 
power, and the absurdity of under- 
taking the unification of lines with- 
out concurrent electrification was 
pointed out. That the four 
mountain grades through which the 
transcontintental railroads enter 
Southern California can be electri- 
fied to advantage and these en- 
trance grades can be joined with «a 
Gouble track connection, extending 
through the back bone of the dis- 
trict, and that this unified main 
line for the joint use of all rail- 
roads can be economically electrified 
and protected from grade crossings, 
was his conclusion. 
Chairman Damon further said: 
“The Riairoad Commission of the 
State of California .and the Director- 
General of the railroads of the 
United States, should direct their 
best efforts to a thorough investiga- 
tion of the possibilities of a unified 
and electrified transportation system 
for the Los Angeles district.” 


IN LOCAL DISTRICT. 


In tte broader scope, Chairman 
Damon's analysis of the conditions 
which should be contemplated at 


as the 
establishing of terminals in Los An- 
geles, Pasadena, Long Beach and 
other cities; the use of the present 
electrical interurban system for the 
collection and distribution of pas- 
sengers and freight; joint .trackage 
arrangements which would facilitate 
the movement of freight and the 
co-ordination of trolley and auto- 
mobile services, so as to avold all 
duplication of local transportation 
costs. 


Dealing with the rapid transit 
question, he pointed out that our 
present interurban lines, covering 
about 1000 miles and serving nearly

attributed to grade crossings. ‘ 

The perfection of the smokeless, 
noiseless, dirtless electric locomo- 
tive, which when propelled by 
hydroelectric energy, pulls the 
longest and heaviest freight and 
passenger trains over the steepest 
mountain grades with a capacity 
for the highest speed, was dwelt 
with in coneiderable detail.

The organ- 
ization) a combination of civilian 
and military activities, has for its 
main object the suppression of vice, 
particularly in proximity to army 
cantonments. At the meeting, over 
which Warren Olney, Jr., of San 
Francisco, presided, the general 
military welfare of California was 
discussed, and suggestions for the 
treatment of moral law-breakers 
were heard. 

It was declared that Los Angeles 
chief necessity at the present time 
is an industrial home for women, 
who, when cured of disease, can be 
rehabilitated. Such a move is par- 
ticularly necessary, he stated, as 
offenders, cured in Los Angeles’ at 
the Los Feliz Hospital, are turned 
back on the street and are rear- 
rested goany times for the same of- 
fense. When cured ae should be 
taught a useful trade, it was con- 
tended. 

PROTECTION OF SOLDIERS. 

“The morals of the men in uni- 
form must be protected.” averred 
Dr. Johnson. “Accommodations for 
loose women In custody are all too 
few. The Los Feliz Hospital can- 
not possibly accommodate more 
than it does. and we have had to 
put in a number of cots to house 
the women that daily are being 
brought in. The Cotinty Hospital 
has promised to have accommoeda- 
tlens for twenty-five law-breakers 
ready within two weeks, which. in 
measure, will relieve the strain.” 

In this connection it was an- 
nounced yesterday that an ar- 
rangement has been made by the 
Board of Supervisors to provide «a 
Place for eighteen women arrested 
as vaerante and lodged atthe Coun- 
ty Jall. The arrests were made at the 
request of the government to pre- 
vent the epread of disease. WN. R. 
Martin, superintendent of county 
charities, suggested to the fuper- 
vihors that these women could be 
housed. in an annex of the County 
Hospital, by removing other pa- 
tienta into the main building. 

REHABILITATION CAMP. 

At the meeting it was voted to 
appoint committees to care for the 
three requisites for social welfare 
at present, the enforcement of the 
jaws, the sanitary 4reatmenht of law- 
breakers, and their rehabilitation. 

Tt wae said that the commission 
will undoubtedly take steps to have 
established near this city a reha- 
dbilitation camp for wounded sol- 
diers and sallors.

ao or Mrs. Baruch as Vice-presi- 

ent. 

The producticn really left no 
room for criticiam under the eir- 
cumstances for those who enjoy 
Greek plays. The grouping of the 
esthetic chorus girls was charming, 
the staging simple and sufficient, 
and the male parts, played by Stella 
M. Hibben as Heracles and Lillian 
Grue as Admetus, were more con- 
vincing than one would have sup- 
posed pcesible. Miss Hibben, who 
is liberally and nobly planned, 
looked the veritable masculine “son 
of Zeus” she represented, and even 
her voice was not too feminine to 
spoll the role. 

The play appears as a most de- 
licious satire to modern ears, fcr as 
& mark of great favor, Admetus has 
been accorded exemption from 
death by the gods, providing some- 
one else gives his life fer him. 
Alcestia, his wife, is the only one 
‘willing to do this Not even his 
aged father will surrender his last 
tottering years. And Admetus ac- 
cepts the gift—noble ceature—with 
beautiful gratitude! But hie mas- 
evline conscience troubles him «a 
little when even Death herself 
quibbles at the bargain, and various 
people offer uncomfortable criti- 
clema of hia conduct. It must be 
confessed that Alcestis enjoyed some 
peculiar privileges in her death, for 
she teok a long time dying and got 
in yards and yards of “last words” 
anent her own sacrifice — which 
comfort is, alas, denied the majority 
of us. On the other hand, of course. 
as Bernard Shaw hes mercilessly 
pointed out, there is no more wn- 
comfortable perscn to live with 
than the woman who has sacrificed 
her tife for one. Hence, when re- 
morse becomes too polgnant, and 
Heracies dispenses a further favor 
im the restoration of Alcestis to life 
(strictly as a reward for bibulcus 
hospitality on the part cf Admetus 
which was so delightfully mascu- 
line.) we moderns could not help 
but be left wondering whether Ad- 
metus was really in for the peace 
and happiness he fondly hoped.

No 
more conscription harassments, no more 
the need for ding-donging duty into the 
sons of the nation! All that is behind, gone 
forever. 

America isa big nation, a country of one 
hundred and more millions, and it takes 
time for an idea—for an ideal—to sweep 
from coast to coast and leaven the mass. 
But consider the momentum behind that 


hundred million once—as now—it goes into 


action. When an eartfquake shakes the 
foundations beneath the ocean there is at 
first scarcely a perceptible agitation on the 


.Surface, then the mass begins moving and 


rising until with a tidal rush it sweeps on 
and on, engulfing and overwhelming. So 
with America. It has taken time for the 
war spirg to reach its tidal height: but it is 
there now, and men are pouring into the 
re without waiting to have their names 
ca out. 

Not only are the young men taking up 
arms, but the nation as a unit is into the 
war work with ever-growing concentration 
and intensity. School children comb the 
cities for old papers and waste, all of it 
being carried with ant-like~ mul ty to 
swell the Red Cross funds: the Cross 
has taken from every class and caste 
tender, brave, loyal women, some to 
so to the battlefields, some to car- 
ry on the work of the organization at 


home. Tax on tax has been laid across the . 


country, and never a murmur. Every Lib- 
erty Loan has been oversubscribed. Miles 
on miles of broad acres, hitherto, untilled, 
have been brought under the plow. Facto 
ries and shipyards ring day and night with 


the clangor of labor. The work goes on 


crescendo, and every blow of every ham- 
mer, every penny that rattles into the cup 
of the classroom, every dollar that goes to 
Red Cross or Liberty Loan, every spear of 
wheat is consecrated to war work: it be- 
longs to the men behind the guns on the 
fields of Flanders and France, on the waves 
of the seven seas. America is behind them, 
fighting With them, for them. It matters 
not how tight the pinch at home may be, 
how long endifred. While those boys are 
in the field or on the sea they can have 
anything and everything. 

America may well be proud and loyal. 
Our fighting men abroad are doing what we 
expected. They fight li four-year vet- 
erans. French and English communiques 
daily pay the tributes of unstinted admira- 
tion, and it takes.tremendous valor. bril- 
liant dash, homeric courage to stir unusual 
admiration in the breasts of those gen- 
erals who for four years have captained as 
valiant soldiers as the world has ever seen. 

The American troops were well tempered 
in the rigorous camps both at home ard 
abroad; they were tested long weeks and 
months in the front-line trenches by mak- 
ing raids and dashes: and now they are 
shoulder to shoulder with the French and 
English in “the. smashing counter-attacks 
against the deep salient so recently driven 
into the heart of France. As just a glimpse 
of what fs going forward: “The American 
marines,” said one of Friday's dispatches, 


“who began a sefond attack on the German 


lines late yesterday captured the village of 


‘Torey and drove their way into Bouresches, 


northwest of Chateau Thierry.” That at- 
tack was made in the face of Prussian 
troops—-remember, Prussians—and heavy 
artillery fire. 

But who and what can stop men whose 
first question of the doctor, when knocked 


.to pieces and sent to the rear, is: “How 


soon can I get back into the fight?” 

These Americans have in them the blood 
of all races. It is not so much that they 
were born Americans as that they and their 
fathers have lived in America Like the 
Australians and Canadians, whom the Ger- 
mans hold in deadly dread, they have been 
bred in. forests and prairies and mountains. 
Their fathers and their fathers’ fathers had 
to oppose to the elements, to nature, the 
stubbornness, the initiative, the hardfhood 
that make men determined and fearless. 
And here's the main point--our American 
fighters aré freemen fighting for them- 
selves, not vassals of any Kaiser or crown. 
And though the years of comfort which 
h@ve come upon America in late decades 
appeared to soften the national character. 
made the people careless of thrift. indiffer- 
ent to the needs of valor, yet the true blood 
was Within their veins, the true fighting 
blood. America will never again sink 
into apathetic ease. The lesson has been 
learned, the nation aroused, the noblest 
qualities of fine manhood evoked: and 
America will never again lose sight of those 


great values which, in this war’ and all 


wars to come, will bring victory Ao our ban- 
ners. 


A CITIZEN. 
Those upon whom citizenship has been 
conferred must make it mean something 
more than a symbol else their rights and 
privileges may be taken away from them. 
A Federal judge in New Jersey has revoked 
the waturalization papers of a former Ger- 
man subject to whom they were issued a}- 
most forty years-ago. This manufactured 
citizen had voted for thirty-six years and 
on several occasions had been. elected to 
public office by native Americans, but when 
it was shown that he was now aiding the 
German cause by his words and work the 
court promptly stepped in and canceled his 
papers of citizenship. It was claimed on 
his account that this could not be done, 
but it was, and at last reports he was in- 
terned as an alien enemy. The withdrawal 
of his citizenship left him no status save 
that as an open foe, although he had once 
sworn to support the American flag and 


‘Constitution against all the princes and po- 
‘tentates of earth. 


American citizenship is a thing not light- 
ly to be worn nor will it hereafter be care- 
lessly bestowed. Allegiance must mean all 
that the word implies—a complete renun- 
ciation of the old and an absolute adoption 
of the covenants and obligations of the 
new. There is no half-way house in citizen- 
ship, and those who have assumed this 
citizenship with a mental reservation ‘n 
favor of their native country should be 
amoked out and placed in their proper claga. 
For the American citizen there should be 
but one language as well a# one flag, and 
all hyphenated societies, companies and 
publications should be discouraged. The 
business of America should all be in the 
tongue spoken by your Uncle Sam.

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CHARLEY FICKERT. 


Picturesque Character Described 
by a College Companion. 


BY SHERRILL B. OSBORNE. 

Charles M. Fickert, during his col- 
lege days at Stanford, was one of 
the most picturesque and one of the 
most likeable men in the university. 
He was immensely admired for the 
very great difficulties which he had 
to surmount not only to get to col- 


. lege at all, but to remain there when 


he did enter. 

Fickert came to college as a cow- 
boy from a big cattle ranch his folks 
owned on the Tehachepi divide. He 
never had the preliminary school 
training to admit him to the univer- 
sity and was compelled to master 
all that preliminary work while 
maintaining a sufficiently high stand- 
ard in his regular college courses to 
save himself from suspension. 

It may be a violation of- college 


day confidences, but pardonable I 


hope, to say that Fickert’s ambition 
to enter college met with no sym- 
pathy from the boy's father. He had 
an old-fashioned notion that too 
much education was utter folly and 
he opposed any plan that threatened, 
in his opinion, to make a poor schol- 
ar out of a good cattleman. So Char- 
ley was a long time in accumulating 
enough funds to suitably equip him- 
self to enter the university and 
maintain himself there until he 
could find out whether he could 
“make the riffle.” It required the 
utmost economy on his part dur- 
ing the first year or two and the 
“cutting out” of anything in the way 
of socia] diversion or frivolity in or- 
der to make both ends meet. But 
that was no hardship for a fellow 
who had entered the institution with 
a grim determination to go through 
creditably or know why. His one 
and only aim was to master bis sub- 
jects, and he did. There was no 


brilliance about his performance, 


but there were infinite pains and an 
admirable concentration. What Fick- 
ert got he mastéred by a will that 
would never admit defeat. It was 
his cpnfidénce in himself and a tom- 
pl ignoring of what seemed to 
many his limitations that eventual- 
ly won Fickert his bachelor degree 
on a very creditable rating, for what 
he had once mastered was indelibly 
fixed on a very retentive memory. 
That which was characteristic of 
Fickert’ as a student was likewise 
typical of his other activities in col- 
lege. He entered college a raw- 
boned, lanky, square-jawed, six-foot- 
two bunch of brawn-—awkward, dif- 
fident and unobtrusive, except as re- 
markable physique is ‘noticeable 
among a mass of freshmen. He had 
a@ gray eye that never wavered; a 
mouth and jaw of the fighter with a 
habit that is so often seen in men 
of his stamp of bringing his teeth 
together with a snap when deeply in 


-earnest. His towering height marked 


him as football material and his 
phenomenal. strength soon became 
the talk of the college: but here, too, 
he had to undergo much training to 
make his strength and weight ef- 
fective. Guy Cochran of this city, 
the well-known surgeon, was one of 
Stanford's star footballers of that 
day and aided in developing Fickert 
as a great guard. Walter Camp was 
the coach of the team then, and later 
Bliss and the giant Yost. It was no 
wonder that Fickert eventhally be- 
came the finest left guard in West- 


.ern America and the captain of a 


winning Stanford eleven. But the 
punishment he had to stand to get 


‘to the top would very quickly have 


knocked out the ambition of most 
aspirants. The coaches an@ trainers 
all seemed to have the idea that the 
only way to make Fickert wild 
enough to play the game that was in 
him was to put half the opposing 
team to attacking and mauling him 
on every other play. It did the work 
and Charley stood the gaff, but it 
wag heroic treatment. 

I have devoted considerable atten- 
tion to Fickert’s athletic career be- 
cause, among college men, most 
often there is developed or indicated 
points of weakness or of strength of 


character. It provés the squareness 


of the man, his gameness and his 
steadfastness, or it manifests his 
unfairness, his “yellow streak” or 
proves him a quitter. With Fickert, 
I have often thought, athletic en- 
deavor did more to bring out his 
many admirable traits of character 
and establish his real place among 
his fellows than any other student 
I ever knew. He was a clean player 
and a square one, who despised 
“dirty” work and a “yellow streak” 
with about equal intensity. It sharp- 
ened his wit, quickened his decision 
and gave him poise and confidence 
along with no end of agility and en- 
durance. 

It is little wonder that so pro- 
nounced a character should even- 
tually have won recognition and 
been honored with class presiden- 
cies and team captaincies and all 
those other glories that mark the 
badges of merit and esteem among 
college student notables, and Char- 
ley Fickert held all those honors. It 
is also worthy of note that his par- 
ticular personal friends were such 
men as» Herbert C. Hoover, now 
Food Administrator, and Ray Wil- 
bur, who has since Become head of 
the university, and Will Irwin, the 
noted writer and war correspond- 
ent. It is also a ure to relate 
that of all Fickert’s admirers none 
was prouder of him when he gradu- 
ated than his old father who freely 
admitted that he was a very happy 
man that his son had left the range 
in spite of his objections and proved 
that a good cowboy could be some- 
thing a good deal more—"if he was 
like Charley.”
